Paris, July 20.—(United News.)— 
Prince Carol, of Rumania, in exile, 
wept tonight for the father whom. 
but for the love of a woman not his 
wife, he should have succeeded as 
ruler of his country. 

“I had trouble with him and my 
family,” he said to friends who tried 
to console him, “but I loved him pro- 
foundly always.” 

Carol’s thonghts seemed rather with 
the dead king than with his own son, 
the new-King Michael I. 

But his life, and whe it might 
have been, must hav. passed in his 
mind as he wept in his villa at Neuil- 
iy, on the outskirts of Paris. 

As heir to the throne he had mar- 
ried the beautiful Princess Helena, of 
Greece, and she had borne hi:. a4 son. 
second in line of succession. 

In defiance of the father he now 
mourn. he eloped with Mli:. Lupescu. 
He refused to leave her. 

On December 31, 1925, Carol’s son, 
Prince Michael, was declared heir to 
the throne, 

Carol established his residence at’ 
Neuilly with Mlle. Lupescu. She was 
with him as he wept for his father.

Geneva, Switzerland, July 20,—() 
The middle of August was the guess 
of a Japanese delegate tonight for 
the end of the tripartite naval con- 
ference, the work of which has been 
suspended owing to the recall to Lon- 
don of the chief British delegates to 
permit a cabinet discussion on thé 
general situation. 


The conference is replete with dif- 
ficulties owing to the divergent po- 
sition of the British and Americans 
on the problem of the size of secondary 
eruisers and their armament. The 
Japanese think an agreement finally 
will be reached, but predict further 
delicate and complicated negotiations. 

One report has it that the British, 
who are insisting the armament be 
restricted to 6-inch guns on second- 
ary cruisers, are willing to strip their 
cruisers of the Hawkins class of their 
7 1-2-inch cuns and that the Japanese 
are disposed similarly fo strip their 
7,.200-ton cruisers of 8-inch guns in 
order to pave the way to an accord 
on the armament question. 

This report, however, is not con- 
firmed. In any event, the idea prob- 
ably would not be to the liking of 
the Americans, since large-size guns 
always could be mounted on these 
ships in war time, while the Ameri- 
cans, if they accepted the plan to keep 
down the secondary cruisers to 
tons, would be unable to do this. 

W. C. Bridgeman, first lord of the 
British admiralty, and Viscount Cecil 
are not expected back in Geneva be- 
fore Monday. In the meantime all 
negotiations are necessarily inter- 
rupted.
